paid  for  the  trees,  etc.,  that  proved  untrue,  nor  for 
damage. 

Everyone  knows  that  the  transplanting  of  Trees 
and  Shrubbery  is  attended  with  some  risk.  We  do 
all  we  can  in  the  culture  and  handling  of  our  product 
to  minimize  this  risk,  but  quite  as  much  responsi¬ 
bility  for  success  or  failure  of  nursery  stock  to  grow 
depends  upon  the  planting,  the  care,  and  the 
weather  conditions  it  encounters  and  over  which  we 
have  no  control.
